Chairman Brookheart declared that the statement was 
a reflection on the committee and said he intended to reply be­ 
fore letting the matters go further.

CLOUD-BURST ON JOHN D. ROGERS' 
FARM BRAZOS BOTTOM LAST NIGHT 


Record Precipitation for This Section Accompan­ 
ied by Unprecedented Display of Lightning Last 
Night-Gauge on Rogers’ Farm Showed 7-Inches 
While 5-inches Fell at Brenham. 


(From Friday's D aily). 
A veritable downpour of cloudburst proportions was re­ 
ported from the southern part of Brazos county on last night 
when John D. Rogers sent word from his plantation west of 
Millican, in Brazos county, that his gauge there showed 
7- 
inches of precipitation this morning. 
This is one of the heav­ 
iest rains that has been recorded in this section for years. The 
following reports have been received: Brenham, 5-inches; Bry­ 
an, Geo. A. Adams Insurance Agency, government gauge, 2.66- 
inches; Austin, 1.66-inches; Taylor, 1-inch; and Temple, 1- 
inch. 
The rain seems to have been pretty general over this 
section of the state and over this county in particular. 
REPORTS STATE THERE IS NO DANGER OF FLOOD. 
Due to the fact that the reports show that the rain was 
heavier to the south and lighter to the north, it is thought by 
those who are close to the matter from year to year and from 
varying conditions, that there is no danger of flood on either 
the Brazos or the Little Brazos to he feared. 
However, there 
is a 10-foot rise in the Little Brazos River at Cameron and a 
small rise reported in the Brazos at Waco and Valley Junction. 
No reports of serious damage from the intense electrical dis­ 
play accompanying the storm have yet been received. 
In Bry­ 
an the sky was almost a constant glow and the peals of thun­ 
der came so close together lo he almost constant, one following 
another and from a different direction, seemingly.

Calvin Coolidge; as well as other or­ 
ganizations over the country, includ­ 
ing the cotton manufacturers. “ Both 
the cotton grower and the manufac­ 
turer want the cotton market stabi­ 
lized,” said Mr. Owens, “and the co­ 
operative 
marketing 
association is 
the logical agency to do it and has 
demonstrated in a small way, with 
its now growing organization; that 
it can accomplish this end.” 
Difference In Price. 
In talking stabilization, Mr. Ow­ 
ens said that California raisins, a 
perishable product, had been made 
more 
stable 
through 
co-operative 
marketing than was the price of cot­ 
ton. 
Cotton products remain stable, 
said Mr. Owens, while cotton in the 
raw goes up and down. “ If the price 
of shirts fluctuated like raw cotton 
does, 
you 
would buy a shirt on 
Monday with a tail 15 feet long and 
on Friday night 
the 
same 
shirt 
would have a tail so short it would 
jerk your ears o ff.” 
“The whole problem lies in tho 
dffefrence in price between what 
the farmer buys and what the far­ 
mer sells. 
I wish to pay a tribute 
to union 
labor,” 
said Mr. Owen.-'. 
‘‘They stabilize the price of labor. 
A few 
years 
ago, 
following the 
World War, there was a surplus of 
4,000,000 men in this country, with­ 
out work,” said Mr. Owens. 
“Did 
your organized labor let the law of 
supply and demand rule? 
No. 
Or­ 
ganized labor held the price there. 
A few years prior to that time, had 
demand 
told supply 
to deflate, it 


would 
have 
deflated— and 
prices 
gone own. 
C o m p e t i t i o n K ills T r a d e . 
“Competition is not the life of 
trade, but the death of trade.” In 
explaining this, Mr. Owens said, 
If 
competition 
were the life of trade, 
you farmers who have been compet­ 
ing in the sale of it and putting it 
on the market, competing with one 
another, would all bp wealthy, but 
you are not. 
You have competed 
one against the other since 
Bible 
times and you are still 
competing. 
The middlemen and the manufactur­ 
ers are organized. 
“Competition is all right in its 
place, but cotton 
should 
compete 
w ;th wool, and silk, and linen, not 
cotton with cotton. 
Whenever 
the 
demand is thoroughly organized and 
supply is not, then it is but natural 
that the demand gets all the profit.” 
Regarding middlemen in the busi­ 
ness, the cotton buyers, Mr. Owens, 
quoted the old geometrical theorem 
which proves that a stra ght line is 
the shortest distance 
between two 
points. 
He advised the farmers to 
cut down the overhead in the mar­ 
keting of their cotton just like the 
manufacturers had done it in cut­ 
ting out the jobbers and middlemen. 
Enemy Is Indifference. 
‘‘Happiness is not wealth, but the 
distribution of it,” said Mr. Owens, 
in speaking of the farmer making 
more money by cutting out the mid­ 
dlemen and really merchandising cot- 
*on. 
When you tell 
me that you 
have a fine little city, best in the 
state, and you prove it by saying 
that that you have $2,000,000 in 
the local banks, I do not grant your 
statem ent as to the best little city 
until I ask you, ‘To whom does it 
belong.’ 
If you say it belong? to 
two or three men, then I would dif­ 
fer with you. 
“ Do you know what is the mat­ 
ter with the average 
man rn the 
group? 
Some say that the first en­ 
emy and the last enemy of man is 
death. 
I say the first enemy is in­ 
difference— mental 
laziness. 
They 
remind me of the dog that lay on 
thf porch and whined and growled. 
The only trouble with him was that 
he was lying on a coekle burr and 
was too lazy to turn over or to take 
t out.” 
He closed by speaking of the cot­ 
ton buyers as the men who make the 
profits. He said, ‘‘Everyone in the 
asylum wants to get out. 
Yet one 
keeper can handle 150 crazy people, 
At the same time, one cotton buyer 
can hanlde 500 farmers.
